.A twenty-five per cent reduc: 
tion in fares by the Pacific Plec- 
tric railway becomes effective 
January 15, according to Harry 
‘M. Wright, local agent, 

The reduction follows decisions 
handed down by the state railway 
commission some time ago. An- 
other provision which affects Up- 
land residents is substitution of 
bus service for rail service be- 
tween Upland and Los Angeles. 
According to the proposed plan, 
which has not been adopted yet, 
there will be only four round trips 
by rail between here and Los An- 
geles. However, the service will 
be improved since there will be 
eight round trips by bus. Travel- 
ing time between here and Los 
Angéfes by rail will be reduced to 
an hour, it is anticipated. 

This bus and rail schedule alsu 
will apply between Upland and 
ps Bernardino, under the pro-

The reduced rate for one-way 
from here to Los Angeles is 70 
cents, as compared with the old 
rate of 94c.

WEEK END RAINFALL 
TWTALS 435 INCHES 
SEASON FIGURE HGH 


Sunday Night Storm Brings 
3.58 Inches—Canyon 
Road Closed 





With 4.35 inches of rain fall- 
ing in Upland since last Friday, 
the rainfall total for the season 
now exceeds by 3.41 inches the 
total of a year ago. Last Friday, 
the rainfall was an inch behind 
the same time last year, but the 
welcome heavy precipitation of 
the week end brings the total for 
the season to 12.70. This com- 
pares to 9.29 for the same date in 
1939. 


NIGHT’S RAIN 3.58 
Rainfall as recorded by J, R. 
Johnston, West Twenty-second 
Street, on Sunday night was 3.58 
inches. Last night the rain gauge 
recorded .36 inches, 


WORK ALL NIGHT 

City of Upland crews worked 
all Sunday night at Frankish can- 
yon, diverting water from Twenty- 
fourth street to Euclid avenue to 
prevent erosion on groves in the 
foothill section. 

The rain, which was the first 
good downpour since that of last 
September, brought relief to cit- 
rus growers, who will be able to 
discontinue irrigation for a pro- 
longed period. 

ROAD CLOSED 

At the same time the rain did 
no great damage except to the 
Camp Baldy road. Oniy a few 
motorists were permitted to go 
through last night, and crews 
were still at work on the canyon 
road today. Damage was occa- 
Sioned by the debris being wash- 
ed over the road at the foot of 
Hogsback, near the Edison com- 
pany station. Lack of vegetation, 
Swept away in the flood two years 
ago, caused the debris to be car- 
ried down the stream. 

No snow fell at Camp Baldy, 


but snow was evident on the 
mountain peaks. Rainfall at 
Camp Baldy since last Friday 


amounted to 4.45 inches, 
WATER CONSERVED 
Practically all of the rainfall of 
the storm was conserved by being 
spread in the two spreading 
grounds at the foot of the moun- 
tains, A. C. Reynolds, manager 
of the San Antonio Water com- 
pany, said that the spreading 
grounds in Cucamonga canyon 
conserved all of the water there.
